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Politics of Burope. 


Edinburgh, August 17, 1822.—If we were not of those 
who defied aegury, we should say there was something omin- 
ous in the Roya! Excursions. The brave spirit of ber Majesty 
took ite Bight last year just before the King landed io Tre- 
land; and the Marqeis of Londonderry, the most active of 
her Majesty's persecutors, the apparently least generous of her 
survivers, bas pat « period to bis own existence, on the birth- 
day of our Royal Visitor, and jast before bis Majesty laad- 
ed ie Scotland. The edineidesce is at least remarkable; and 
the event pot allegether without bearing on the policy of Burope. 
With the private life of this depsried Minister, which is said to 
have beeo exemplary, we have jest as litte to do, as with the 
minute circumstances attending bisdeaib. itis impossible that 
an epprebeqsion of the fal) of that system of depotism which he 
did 26 mach to cstadlish on the Continent, sad the difficulties 
attending bie edmisisiration at home, may have preyed on his 
spirits ; but itis by no means anuseal for the disorders of the 
bedy to occasion wlicnation of mind. As yet we know too little 
of the mental delasion, referted to ja the Coarier to attach any 
importance te it by one way or otler; and while every man 
mest feel for every other, whd, ip p state of derangement, —“ no 
reckoning made,” “ vonenoiated, onapealed,” and © with all his 
imperfeetions op his bead,” sends bis spirit to the great nedit, 
we moat leave it to others to write homilies on the suddenness 
of bis death, sad the deprivation of his friends. Our business is 
with bis public lve, and despisiag, as the most despicable of all 
cant, that affected gearrosity which allows no i\} to be spoken 
of the dead, we shall speak of tbat life with the uimest freedom. 
This ve adety wbich patriotiam jwposes oo every wan, There 
is Be time 80 proper for catinating character as whoa sadden 
death gives @ greater intensity of fecling te every thieg 
conpected with coudect. Aad this may be dene with the 
less ansiety, where there are mo personal resentments to gra- 
tify. Io ear minds, them the terme Casilereagh and Londonderry 
will long be Connected with tyranny abroad, and slavery at home ; 
since, as far as cas observation went, he was the great advocate 
and sapporics of ‘be opey—the constant shield and protector of 
the other, No pame ever sounded seo ce Baglish to our cers as 
Castlereagh, because the great cccepation of the owner seemed 
to be to lower tbe name of Bagland abroad, and the standard of 
Political rectitude at home —to oppose and thwart every thing io 
every quarter of the globe that tended to meliorate sod improve 
the condiuen of bis species, Asa public speaker, be was equally 
bad. Weaever heard any one open his lips whore featares and 
fesiures were so repelsive teour feelings. His manner was 
socold and regalated that bis plaogibilisies occasioned nothing 
bet disgust. There was the seearity, so desbt, of a man of the 
world, bat nething of the dignity of intellect ;—a consciousness 
e! power, bet ro obvious reliance on talent :—a conviction that 
Se would oulaumber, but nome that be bad oatreasoned his 
oppeaeats ;— the craftiness of the politician, but nothing ef the 
petriover staiceman. We defy tbe whole crops of his tateresied 
Worshippers lo name anotber individual whe, from the dawning 
o! civ laasiien. bas spoke se mech, sed seid se little ibet any 
We tet oar memory io vain for 
that he ever made to the betier prineiples of oar 
We ‘ate ignorant, icdeed, thal @ septiment ever 
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> eseaped bis lips that deserves to be recorded, or that he ever did 


apablic act which evineed the slightest elevation of character. 


: Ef we ask for wagnanimity, the treatment of Napoleon presents 


itself in the foreground; if for generosity, the persecutions, by 


: bills of pains and penalties, and by the patronized and incessant 
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slanders and vilification of the Queen, rise up before us; if for 
Eratitade, the insurrection acts, gagging bills, and traesporting 
laws for bis Irish countrymen, become writings on the wall; and 
if genoine philantbropy be called for, we have inslanees in his 
foreign enlistment bills and alien aets, in his approval of the 
treatment experienced by the oppressed Poles, Saxons, Norwe- 
gians, Parguinetes, Sicilians, and Greeks. These are negatives 
of which few, we trust, would be proad; and if time permitted, 
we could make out « list of positives stil! moreformidable, But 
wo must confae our pen, Hf we cangetrestrain oorfeclings, By 
way af summary, however, we may say, that anblushiog assur 

ance as to what he asserted, and an aiter remordelessness as to 
the consequences of any measure neecssary for supporting the 
Holy Alliance abroad, or his own political party at home, seome 
to have characieriaed bia whole poliey, foreign and domestic, 
Having formed these opinioss upon a review of the public life 
of the Marqais of Londonderry, it would be gross hypocrisy in 
as to profess regret at bie death, We eenscisntious!y believe that 
he has done more iil to Bagland than any other man can reme- 
dy io the coarse of a ceatary ; gad that.itle atterly Impossible that 
® worse minister (we say nothing ef the man) can be his successor, 
We donot veatare to hope thatthe demesiio sysiem, which be 
did so much to perfect, will be volantarily meliorated ; bat it te 
some consolation to think thatthe acme is past, especially when 
the force of circumstances istlikely to operate some improvement, 
We expect nothing from administration; bat we do hope some- 

thing at home from another abandant harvest, and mach abroad 
from the folly and wickedness Of rulers, and the growing culight- 
ment of the people, We anbjoin a letter, written by the creat 
Eart Batherst to Dean Bwilt, that our readers mov apply as mach 
of it as they may think applies to the present time; * Tam con- 
vinced (says the noble Bar!) that the balance of ou: coostitgiion 
is already gone, and that we are idly straggling fo mainiain 
what in truth has been long fost. If this were vot the case, would

Lord Kinneder.—The Honourable William Erskine, Lord 
Kinoeder, died at bis house in Albany Street, oo Wedaecsday last, 
Tt is mach to be regretted that this melancholy event happened 
before his Lordship had time to establish any character as a 
jadge; bat those who promoted him to the Bench had the merit, 
atleast, of pitehing apon a scholar and agentleman. He wasa 
partizan, to be sure; but although he displayed his seal io a 
branch of the Tory cause here, which bad no intrinsic dignity, 
we never heard that he carried his political feeling to the ex- 
treme of violence. This is negative praise, ne doubt; bat ia 
speaking of Edinbargh Tories, itis @ praise which eannot, with 
reference (o recent conduct, he bestowed go generally as we could 
desire. Mr, Erskine, however,—and this is positive merit,—was 
possessed of a cultivated taste, and had a just fceling of the 
honours which belonged to genius.

Singular Regulation, —By a singolar rerulation, the Govern- 
ment couriers io Aasirin are ordered, whenthey are charged 
avith despatehes sented with only one seal, to co at a walking 
pave; with two seals, te trot; and if with three, to gallep. 
A courier, bearing a despatch with three seals, passing lately 
through o garrison town, was requested by the commandant to 
take a despatch to the next tows, te whieh he willingly screed: 
but poresiving, when he reerired it, that ithad but one seal, be 
refused te take charge of it, sayiag “ that the recalations order- 
ed bim to walk his borse with euch a despatch; and as be had 
another with which he was ordered to gallop, be could agt pos- 
sibly take them both.” 


Mrs. Sarah Bond. — About twelve months since, we anseanced 
the death of this eecontric weman, af her residence, Cambeidyge- 
heath, leaving great wealth, which was to go to King George the 
Foarth, if no relative could be fewad to claim it. Siane her death, 
vestry and parish clerks, beadles, sextens, country scheo!-mas- 
ters, and all persons heldiag any official situntions about oathe- 
drals, churches, or chapels, bave been employed im searching out 
her pedigree, but all te ae efec!. The publicity the sisoumatance 
obtained through the mediam of the newspapers, has camed nome 
ladicrous scenes iv the neighbourhood of ber late residence, 
where travellers have arrived from all paris of the eouatry to 
oleim arelationship., Last week a man and his son, a yesth about 
16, arrived from Sunderland, from whence they had walked; hessid 
his came wes Bood; he was sure she was his sister, aud he wonld 
not quit London witheat the money: however, apon an ipresti- 
gstion, be could produce we other authority than being of the 
samo name: he was therefore compelled to retrace his steps al- 
most pennyless. The week previous, a decently dressed elderly 
maiden fomale made ber appearance ; she bed jest arrived out- 
sido the stage from the eavirons of Carmarthen; her stery was, 
that about 50 years ago ber slater left her, and had proceeded to 
Loadon to seek ber forteme; they had sever correspeaded, bet 
from the name aed description of the deceased, she had ee doubt 
but sho was ber sister, and that the money belonged to ber ; it 
had cost her nearly all the ensh she coeid raise to come from 
Wales, fully satisied with being amply repaid for ber trouble. 
Bhe met withthe same fate as the preeedine applicant. The 
nest claimant was a Jack-tar, whe had just regmened from the 
Weat Indies, where be had bees moored, he said, 35 years; be

dow, that it was to be let; hawerer, so anxious were some persoes 
to get possession, that the ootice was taken anzions in % 
hoers, no donbt under the impression that some hoards were ye 
undiscovered !

date: and be foond bimeclf in danger of Sosing the business of 
ali (he persons of the party with which he did not vote. In this 
éiffcalty be consulted bis wife, whe is a shrewd Normand. She 
cast op the business received from both sides, aed foand that 
they bad 190 constitetienal customers, and only 30 of the alire 
party. Ghe farther romarked that the Oonstitations!ists being 
young, in the fall possession of their faculties, active. indestrious 
and addicted to the cultivation of the arts, were by far the mest 
beots, even with a singte leg, when they have bed the misfortune 
to tose the other, which bas eeonrred te a considerable number of 
thom, while their adversaries have almost all arrived at the age 
of deorepitude. Hence she covucieded that ber busband mat!

Geme months age Edward Giracey, Beq 
proposed that an order shonld be made for exclading solicitors 
from such practice, to which proposal it is said that two magis- 
trates acoeded, and an order was made aad submitied for the 
concurrence and apprebation of the justices. Sir Joha Stantey, 
Bart. and others, however, dissented from it, aad the order wae 
never attempted te be enforced catil Manday last. At that 
meeting a case of settlement came on fo be beard, between the 
townships of Bolling. Pee Metiram, when, epee the soliciior 
for the former township a qeestion to 2 wileras a8 8 Cr0rs- 
examination, Mr. Stragey directed the @witpess nat te answer any 
question not pat by the Bemeh, and said that he shesid net allow 
attorneys to attend aed pet questions fer ang pariy io cases 
which came before biw an jastics. Sie Joba Stanley said, be 
for one woold net sebseribe to that doctrine; be was con- 
winced the practice was predactive of geceral pablie advan- 
tage. A conversation between Bis Jobe Stanley sad Mr. 
Stracey ecasued, ia which Mr. Stracey said he bad been insalted 
by @ professions! man —contended that it was aot esas! for at- 
ferneys to act as advecaics at the other sessions in the coanty, 
and be woepld adbereto the order he bad signed: he allowed, 
however, that the order only applied ta those magistrates who 
had signed it. Sir Jona Stanley supported the practice apon the 
growed of its etility, ead of its being the common sare.

weat to the exclesion of ibe profession from @ long 
privilege, aed to ihe deprivation of eubters of the advantage of 
legal assistance. He wished it tobe andersicod gnd gamecnily 
hoown, that though Mr. Sirecey shoald forbid i as to hmeelf, 
aslicitors shoald have bie (Bir Joba's) permiagive to attend 
cases which came before him. It would bc a creat bardship 
the public if professions! men were excleded, sad parties 
to be demied the bepefit of their assistance, in cases of charges 
mace ageiastindividaals, or on trialsof getUements, where the 
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justice of a decision depends often on the cross-cxamination of wit- 
acssess. Some further conversation followed, bul it was desul- 
tery, and the matter rests as itisfor the presomi. — Manchester

Im- 
mense numbers of people flocked (ram all paris te obtain a sight 
of a monster so rare in these regiens, The lower jaw, from the 
cleft of the mouth, is 17 } feet te is expected to produce 50 tons 
of oil.

by Cook aed Bougaiasille, she will retase te France by doobliog 
Cape Horn.

Counsel, after warmly avimadverting en the improbability of drags 
having been administered, and the matual conenrrence of the pa'tics to 
the offemer, closed his speech by ana to the jary, if they foond for 
the plaintiff, not to visit bie client with heavy damages; as it wee wot tee 
be expected that a Lieatenaat ov helf pay could sustain them. 


The learned Judges observed, that as the defendant bed called a- 
witnesses, the jary mere bonnd to believe, thatin despite of the states 
ef counsel, and the iasiowations contained therein, the plaintiff’. 
character was irreproachable, aod that had there been any of th ght 
ness, a coming willingarse oo her part, the connsel and jury would oot 
have been troubled @ith the matter; for, in that case, theie mateal incline 
ations woald have been gratified ina tmanner, and carried on by 
frequent bat shorter meetings thana whole aight. It appeared te vim, that 
the defendant had created an interest ia the bosom of thie young eves- 
tare, which war not at all auecceuntable to any one arqasinted with (he 
female heart; that an officer, either naval or military, was, and mest be, 
a considerable object of attraction in a village, and if they believed che 
evidence (which hie Lordship saw ne reason to doubt,) be, the defea- 
dant, certainty had, ander the preteoce ef affection, taken « most baee 
and weworthy advactage of this aoferiunate girl, ia the absenen of her 
enly protector, His Lerdehip here expatiated with much eloquence 
and feeling on the want of proper edecationte youwg females, and 
the precarions situation ia which they stood, whe were deprived of their 
mothers ae early ae the plaintiff, and subject to the secasional absence 
of fatherly preteetion, and concluded by leaving the question of damages 
eatireiy to thejary.

This was an ejectment bronght by an onele to recover certain pro- 
perty from the hands of his niece. lady defended for, Mary Matil- 
da Creswicke, being « miner, her father, Homphey Creswicke, stood as 
defendant apon the record. The case, which was ove of some hardship, 
rao thas :—Mr, Benjamia Hill, of Balwin-street, Bristol, died about the 
middie of the year 1809; and passing by bis son, the plaintiff in the 
present canse, left bis property to bis married daughter, Mre. Mary 
Matilda Creswicke ; at her death, to her children, sons or danghiers. 
At the time when the testator so made bis will, Mary Matilda Creswicke, 
his daughter, bad a danghter, the present de facts defendant ; and a sen 
‘who was living at that (ime being sincedead, that daagiter, the present 
Mary Matilde Creswicke, became entitled to the property. 


Mr. Gaseter, who led the case of the plaintiff.—Joha Bartlett 
Hill proposed to prove the defendant, Mary Matilda Creswicke, an 
illegitimate ebild ; she having been born in the house of her grandfather 
before her mother’s marriage with ler repeated father, Hampbry Cres- 
wicke, and while her motber did, io fact, still pass and go by the name 
of Mary Matilde Hill. 


The certificate of marriage was then pot in between Hampbry 
Creswicke and Mary Matilda Hill. 11 was dated Jaly, 1806. 


Mr, Thomas Strickland, attorney at lew, who made the will of old 
Benjamin Hill, and who bad been acqusiated with him for many years 
previous (o bis death, ewore that the present Mary Matilda Creswicke 
was bora many menths before the marrige of her mother, and while her 
mother still passed by ber maiden aame of Mary Mitiida Hill, The fact 
at the time was generally nolorions in the neighbourhood, 


Cross-examined,—The witness admitted that Benjamin Hill, the 
testator, had always treated the present defendant as bis grand. 
deughter. 

Mr. Sergeant Pact, forthe defence, dwelt npon the ungracions na- 
tore of the action, and contended ihat Mir. Strickland’s evidence was 
too general tosnstain a verdict, There wasa farther point for the consi. 
deration of the jury; a marriage between Hamphry Creswicke and Mary 
Matilda Hill might have taken place secretly, prior to the pablie manner 
of 1806, Ef Benjamiu Hill had wot been satiofied with the conduct of his 
danghter, ke would not have behaved so favourably to her and te her 
ehildves, 

Mr. Justice Buanovow said that the jury wonld not be warrant- 
ted in presuming a prier marriage, The question was, whether the de- 
fendant was a legitimate or an illegitimite child; and that question 
mast be decided upon the evidence of Mr. Strickland. 


The jury retired for aboat half an hoor, and at the expiration of thet 
time foaud a verdict for the plaintiff, 


Pirrim ann Hvuspagp v. Estuore. 


This was an action for negligente by the defendant, whereby dan- 
getons injury scerued to the plaintiff. Mr, Elliott, a bateber, residing 
tn Bristol, pute asereen over the front ef his shop, to protect hie meat 
from the heat of the sow. On the istef October jest, it happened that 
the seveen was left out after duck; and Mrs. Pippia, a milk-womean, 
striking herself agaivst the iron of it, was koocked down by the blew, 
and very seriously burt, 


It appeared from the evidence on the part of the plointiff, that the 
accident happened abeut six o'clock ia the evening, Mrs. Pippin was 
coming along with a pail of grains upon her head. Whee she strack 
herself against the ecreen-iron abe fe!! with her head upon the curb-steve; 
she was taken up inseasible, and carried into the defendant's shop, 
Afier some time the plaintiff was taken home jv a chair, She was evi- 
dently mach hart. Four doctors attended her, bat she reeovered not. 
withatanding. She remained ili and incapable of work fer nearly five 
months, 

Br. Rolfe said that be had been called ia ten days after the eecident. 
The plalutiff was then very ill. Witwess continued to attend ber, It 
was «long time before the inflammatory symptoms abated. Witness had 
charged 481, for medicines aud surgical assistages, 


Me. Sergeant Pact submitted that Dr. Relfe's charge ceald aot be 
evidence, The action was brought by the husband aud wife for damage 
sustained in persen by the latter, The basband wonid be entitied te his 
separate action for special damages in ihe shape of the surgeon's bill ; 
and if the jary gave the ameant of that bill im their damages upen the 
present case, etlll the husband would not be barred of bis recovery in a 
future preceeding. 

Mr. Adam, for the plaintiff, incisted that the sergeen's bill might 
he given in evidence iv aggravation of damages, The ameant which tke 
dector charged for the cure served to show the extent of the injery 
sustained. 
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Mr. Sergeant Pett said, that such special damage was not eves 
stated iv the plaintiff's declaration. ere 

Mr. Anam contended, that the allegation was wet necessaiy, ang 
cited a dictam of Mr. Justices Powell in sapport of his position. 

Mr. Jastice Runacven agreed to reserve the point. Mr. Justice 
Powell Wes high aatherity; bet the dictew quoted seemed to have beeg 

Mr. Sergeant Pett —If itis not nerestary to allege sack « fact @ 
this in the declaration, how cana defendant ever know what be has ty 
answer ? ; 


Witnesses agreed that it was becoming dark a! the time of the ac. 
cident ; bot there was astroug gas light burning in the shop of ihe dy. 
feudant. : é' 

Mr. Sergeant Pets, for the defenee, contended in the Grat place, 
that, adowitting negligence to have eccurred om the part of the de(end. 
ant, still, if there bad been a want of reavensble eare by the plaintiff, 
there could be no recovery in the present action. The principle whieh 
he was stating had been fully settiad in the case, ah Rast, of * Betier. 
field and Forrester.” In that case defend nt, whe was repairing bis henre, 
extended « pule the @hole way across the bighread. The defeadani, 
riding slong, jast at the time when the lamps were lighted, was throws 
from bis horse, and hurt by the ebserdction. Clearly there bad been 
bo right or tithe in the defendant Porrester to obstract the highway by 
potting « pole across ft; bat it appearing that there was light esoagh 
atthe time of the secident for the pisintiff to have seem the obstruction 
if he had been riding at « reasonable pace, a verdict, under the Jadge’s 
holding bad bees found for the defendent. Now the present ease, as 
he (Mr. Sergeant Pell) sabmitted, would stand precisely apon the gronad 
of © Battorfield and Forrester.” There wae tight ie the shop of the de- 
fendant, Mr. Elliott ; and the plaintiff, with ordinary care, might bave 
seen the screen before she came toit. But the frets whieh would be 
proved by witnesses for the defence, put the case of the plaintiff com. 
pletely ont of coart. It would appear that the serena in question stood 
near seven feet above the ; that the plaiptiff had struck ber pail, 
not her head, against it ; and that the injary she had received bed aris. 
en porety from her fall, The declaration of the plaletiff, as soon as ree 
was brought to hersel/, and while she was still sitting im the shop of the 
defendant, clearly proved what, at that time, wer bher own view of the 
case; the bad said te Mr. Bitiett, “* the fault wes my ows; if I hed tet 
go my pail, the thing would not have happened.” 

Two witnesses were then called on the part of the defendant, whe 
spoke to the above declaration made by Mrs. Pippin. Ove of them 
thought thet the plaiatiff strack ber pail ently io the fret instance, agains: 
the screen of the defendant. 

Mr. Pere confessed the hardship of the plaintiffs case, 
and lamented the serious burt she hed received ; but submitted that the 
jary, however they might compastiouate ber situation, would be bowad 
to give a verdiet against her, 

Mr. Apam, in reply, insisted that there hed been ne calpable care. 
leseness on the part of bis anfortanate client. 


Mr. Justice Bugnovert sald, thatthe question for the decision of 
the jory was, whether the plaiutiff had sasteined injury threagh the mis- 
feazance of the defendant. The fect of this screen having been left oot 
after dark, would of itself have been sufficient to support an indictment; 
bat an action fof dameges mast stand open different ground. Now ihe 
jory woald diemiss from their minds altagether the argument aste the 
plaioti@f’s having hed « pail apoa ber bead; she was entitied to carry the 
pail apon her head, and to walk upon the footpath with it, and to walk 
avebstructed as far as any reasonable height with ft. Artisans of every 
description were in the habit of gelng slong the streets, towards the 
eveviag part , with their goods upon their beads, and the streets 
must be kept cleas thet they might so pass slong in safety. The pail had 
nothing at all to do with the case ; and the ges light In the defendant's shop 
had very tittle, The glare of the light might prevent people from secing 
the ebstruetion—aged or shortsighted people would, tn all probsbiiity, 
net eeeit, The thing had. mo business there at all; its ase was over; 
ite ase was to keep off the sna, sed it had we business ap at wight. The 
woman's declaration that the accident had happeoed by ber own farit 
wonld be taken by the jury with « reference to the circamstances under 
which it bed been made. She recovered from a kind of swoon ; «ew 
the defendant alermed, and said, * It was my own fants; if I bad tet ce 
the pail, it weuld aot have happened {" meaning, prebdably, that if she 
had had preseace of miad enoagh te have let ge ber pail, che might have 
saved herself from falling, or from some part of the burt she had received. 
If the jary were satisfied that the plaintiff bed sustained Injary, they 
woeld wederstead that she had sustaiped it in the ordinary sod lawfe! 
exercise of her occupation, aed they weald be beand te cive her seri 
temperate damages a mighi recompense ihe persone) su@eriag to whict 
ebe hed been sabyecied.
